in Ft. 
Wayne, Ind., among the 


Hoosiers, where he hypnotized a^young 
man named James Mahoney last 'Mon- 
day night. When he was put to sleep, 
Santanelli said he would remain in that 
condition until Saturday night without 
food or drink. 


Saturday night a large number of 


physicians were present to witness 
tie awakening. At 10 o'clock Santa- 
nelli ordered Mahoney to rise from his 
bed and sit iu a chair. 
Mahoney, still 


hypnotized, 
obeyed 
the command. 


Then five physicians, all large, strong 
men, held him — one held each leg, one 
each arm, and one placed his" arms 
around Mahoney's waist. 
Santanelli 


clapped his hands loudly three or four 
times, each time calling Mahoney to 
awaken. 
Finally Mahoney came to ! 


his senses but did not move. Santa- 
nelli then ordered- him to stand np. 
MaKoney stretched his "arms and legs 
and actually tore away from the five 
strong men, raising Dr." Schroder clear 
off the floor with his right arm. He 
was thoroughly conscious. 


The physicians noted his condition 


as follows: height, 
123?3 pounds: 


pulse, 102; respiration, 28. 


Mahoney said he felt good after his 


long sleep, but felt like a new man. 
He was dazed by the footlights of the 
stage. 
He lost about nine pounds in 


weight in the week of sleep, but Santa- 
nelli says that within the first twenty- 
four hours after the awakening Ma- 
honey will drink a gallon of water and 
regain all the lost weight.

Evangelist W. J. Wriaftt Talked 


on Social Parity Snnflay 


At the Christian Church 'Under the Aus- 


plclei of the Y. M." C, A.—A Lecture 


That Wns PnVbably Entertaining. 


Founkbly Instructive and May 


Have Done Some Good to 


He Repented!. 


Evangelist W. J. Wright talked to 


"men only" at the Christian chxirch 
yesterday afternoon 
at half-past 8 


o'clock on the subject, "Personal Pur- 
ity." The talk was given under the 
auspices of , the Y. M. C. A. and the 
secretary of that organization, Mr. 
Lowman, presided over the meeting. 


Mr. Wright is iin easy, fluent speaker, 


is a man of good presence and has a fine 
voice. He evidently is very much in 
earnest, and speaks with force and 
vigor, In so far as the subject matter 
of his speech was concerned, however, 
it was about the same old story usually 
heard at such talks. 
A great deal was 


said for "men only" that would not 
look very well in print, and which a 
self-respecting, 
dignified 
newspaper 


liko the Times would not dare to 
publish. 
But 
then, 
it 
should 


not be forgotten, the lectnre was for 
"men only." 


The speaker said that in his opinion 


the most of our boys began the down- 
ward path by hearing vile and inde- 
cent stories. Boys of a very tender age 
knew those stories by the dozen and it 
WES a curious fact that a story of this 
kiad once heard wore never forgotten, 
A boy might forget what he learned',jn 
school but ho never could or wpiild for- 
get an indecent story. The speaker 
then told about the boys congregating 
on street comers aud the "low laughs" 
that '^rooted some suggestive or inde- 
c-ont. remarks made about some 'passing 
girl. Ho also gave as an illustration 
a story of a man in his native town 
who was known in all the country- 
round as an export 021 vile stories. 
This man's son became an expert also 
and through him twenty-six of his 
companions are today living gamblers 
lives or are filling drunkards graves. 
Tins man, the speaker assorted, was 
responsible in the sight of God for the 
ruination of these young men. He 
thought men should be very careful 
what they said—doubly careful what 
tiicy said in tho presence of their boys. 


The second downward step was tho 


reading of indecent literature. After 
hearing these stories until his appetite 
was glutted, tho boy eagerly seized Tap- 
on publications that wore passed around 
in secret and road in secluded spots. 
Mr, Wright, at this point, gave some 
newspapers a roast. Ho said no self- 
respecting man would road a whole 
page of a Cincinnati paper aloud to 
his family, and ho thought tho tono or 
standard 
of 
journalism shoiilcl bo 


raised. Decent men, Christian men 
should enter the ranks of journalism 
aud crowd out the scavengers. The 
speaker also recommended that the Y. 
M. C. A.-takosomo action looking to 
the suppressing of thoso pink sheets 
that are soon in all barber shops. Ho 
thought tho barber insulted his patrons 
by offering him ono of those sheots 
every time ho entered tho shop. 
If the 


y. M. 0. A. would take some decisive 
step, if they would go to tho barbers 
and say, "So many of our young men 
have agreed not to patronize you unless 
you discontinue these vile sheets, "that 
wotul bo tho end of them. 
The barbers 


could not afford to keep thorn. 


Tho speaker did not mince matters any 


and called things by their right names 
in a manner that no doubt caused little 
miniature chills to chase each other \ip 
and down tho backs of some of thoso 
present 
in 
an 
alarming 
manner. 


Among other things lie said that the 
amount of infidelity in Portsmouth was 
something awful and something should 
be done to chock it. 
It was not con- 


fined to young men, but married men 
wore guilty as well. You could soo it 
on any of tho principal streets of tho 
city—it stalked abroad openly. The 
last two wero raining the health of tho 
young mon of tho land—sapping thoir 
strength and vitality. Fathers should 
talk with their sons on thoso subjects 
nud warn thorn of tho dangers to which 
they wero exposed. 
They owed it to 


thoir sons to do this . True, this was 
si delicate subject, but it was a solemn 
duty of parents and thoy should not 
shirk tho responsibility.- Their sons 
might bo saved from ruin thereby. 


All thoso things and a groat many 


others "for men only" did Bev. Mr. 
Wright say. The lecture was probably 
entertaining to some people—possibly 
instructive to others—and may have 
done some good.

"Social Purity" for "mon . only'' next 
Sunday afternoon at tho Christian 
church—under tho auspices of tho Y. M.
